Fate Of Ohio Corn Crop Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio’s 
corn crop, delayed and disorganized 
by rain and muddy fields, finally is 
virtually in the ground. The next 
question, is: What kind of yield will 
farmers get? 


“When you plant after the optimum 
deadline,” said Dr. Herbert Hadley of 
Ohio State University, “you can expect 
reduced yield. 


“Say the optimum planting deadline 
is May IO. You may lose as much as 


half a bushel an acre a day for every 
day you plant after that.” 


Ohio’s average yield is just under % 
bushels to the acre. With corn selling 
at more than $2 a bushel, and the in­ 
tended acreage for this year estimated 
at 3.66 million acres, the loss in money 
could be sizeable. 
I joss of just one bushel to the acre 
would add up to $7.3 million at harvest 
time. 
Ohio corn planting is reported to be 


two weeks to one month 
behind 
schedule. “Ohio is worse off than any 
of the corn belt states,” said Dr 
Hadley. “ F’or instance, a week ago the 
average of the corn belt states was % 
per cent of the corn crop planted. Ohio 
stood at 90 per cent.” 
The Statistical Reporting Service of 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
said corn, by tradition knee-high on 
July 4, was running ll inches tell com­ 
pared to 13 inches tall this time last 
year. 


Ohio still needs more sun and less 
wetness,” SRS said. “ Farm ers have 
lM*en able to get into the fields four 
days last week and five days the pre­

Police Blasted 
For Actions 
In Attica Riot 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Charges 
that police needlessly killed inmates 
and hostages while quelling the Attica 
ITison riot in New York State have 
been leveled by a congressional 
committee. 
The committee report also charged 
that after the riot ended officers beat 
prisoners and that the wounded went 
without emergency care. 
The report on the September 1971 
riot, which resulted in 43 deaths and 80 
wounded, was released Tuesday in a 
study of nationwide correctional sys­ 
tems by the House Select Committee 
on Crime. 
In citing the killing of the nonhostile 
prisoners and guards, the report 
focused on police using backshot 
rounds in their 12gauge shotguns. 


“Shotguns loaded with double ‘O’ 
ammunition were, of course, in­ 
credibly inaccurate weapons for such 
a situation, their use led to the 
wounding and killing of hostages and 
inmates who were not acting in a 
hostile manner,” the report said. 
The report said police decided to 
intensify their firepower for the 
assault after rebellious inmates 
paraded in front of authorities eight 
blindfolded hostages with knives at 
their throats. 
But the report said: 
“In fact, only four hostages were 
wounded by inmates who inflicted 
knife wounds upon them when the 
assault began— none of these four 
hostages died from the knife wounds.”

Kelley Wins 
Approval 
For FBI Post 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
today confirmed Clarence M. Kelley, 
the police chief of Kansas City, as 
director of the FBI. 
He thus became the first FBI 
director ever confirmed by the Senate, 
and the bureau’s first permanent 
director in more than a year. 
Today’s action followed unanimous 
approval of the nomination Tuesday by 
the Judiciary Committee. 
Kelley, 61, will succeed the legen­ 
dary J. Edgar Hoover, who served as 
FBI head for nearly half a century 
before his death in May 1972. 
In the interim, first L. Patrick Gray 
III and then William D. Ruckelshaus 
have served as acting director. 
Under legislation passed in 1968, 
Senate confirmation of the FBI 
director is required. And under con­ 
sideration is a plan to provide a fixed 
term for the director and to bring the 
FBI under closer congressional scruti­ 
ny. 
Kelley served in the FBI for 21 years 
before returning to his hometown, 
Kansas City, Mo., 12 years ago to 
become chief of police. 
After the Judiciary Committee’s 
vote, Chairman James O. Eastland, D- 
Miss., said, “ In my judgment, 
everyone realized he is an outstanding 
law enforcement officer and will 
make a fine FBI director.” 
Kelley’s nomination was submitted 
by President Nixon June 8. The only 
opposition voiced at the committee’s 
hearings was that he was insensitive to 
the rights of blacks and the poor. This 
testimony was disputed by other 
witnesses. 
China Tests 
Atom ic Bomb 


BOMBAY, India (AP) — China 
detonated a small nuclear device 
today in the atmosphere over Sinkiang 
province in the far southwestern part 
of the country, Indian scientists re­ 
ported. 


A spokesman for the Bhabha Atomic 
Research Center near Bombay said 
the blast occurred in the Lop Nor 
region of Sinkiang, China’s main 
nuclear test area. He said the device 
had power equivalent to one or two 
million tons of TNT. 


The spokesman said the mi- 
crobarograph network of the Indian 
Department of Atomic Energy picked 
up indications of the test at about 9:25 
a.m.. or 11:55 D.m. EDT Tuesday. 


Academy officials said the training 
conducted at the compound is 
classified “for official use only’ and 
cadets are told not to discuss the 
exercises with anyone.

He said at least three 
former American POWS will par­ 
ticipate in the planning and training at 
the new compound. 
“The last thing we need is some half- 
baked Hanoi Hilton in the Colorado 
mountains where cadets can play psy­ 
chological tricks on each other,” Aspin 
said. 
The plans call for cadets to undergo 
the mock POW training in the summer 
between their first and second years. 
A former cadet, I/arry White, said 
the training in the POW compound was 
“very realistic.” 
He said about IOO cadets were or­ 
dered to take off their clothes and 
crawl through the compound gate 
making sounds like pigs. They had 
laundry bags over their heads much of 
the time, he said. 
When they entered the camp, a 
number was written on their cheeks 
and hands with a crayon. They were 
then forced to sit on the ground with 
their legs crossed for hours of inter­ 
rogation, White said. 
“After 30 hours of this, my mind 
started boggling,” White said in an 
interview with the Rocky Mountain 
News.

miles an hour to save tires was 
more or less observed. Today 
there is no rubber shortage, but 
the managers of the economy 
are working day and night to 
head off a gasoline crisis. 
The United States Senate has 
voted to ask states to cut speed 
limits to 55 miles an hour, or IO 
miles slower than existing 
limits, whichever is higher. 
Some states have no speed 
limits, some have 75-mile-an- 
hour top speeds, and in some 
states the limit is 60. 


The Senate’s is a meat axe 
approach to the problem. If a 
car is most efficient at 50 mph, 
for instance, the state in which 
it is being driven does not affect 
its operation. 
There is no indication that 
state capitals plan to leap into 
action. Before 50 states take 
hasty actions, some of which 
may be conflicting, it would be 
a good idea to get all possible 
facts on which to base them 
It is not true that the slower a 
car goes in high gear the less 
fuel it uses. Every car has a 
most efficient speed between 


minumum and maximum, and 
they are not all the same. 
Millions of drivers probably 
would try to keep their cars at 
the optimum speed if they knew 
what that speed was for their 
particular model. But few will 
obey an artificial limit imposed 
by the political process unless 
they see a trooper watching. 
More gasoline can be saved 
by reducing the amount of 
driving that must be done at 
speeds below the most efficient 
rate, and the amount of time 
that must be wasted at a 
standstill in traffic.

Wherever you look, government 
itself is to blame for the energy crisis. 
TTte development of the natural gas 
industry has all along been stunted by 
government

ploitation of our most plentiful fuel in 
spite of the evidence that strip mine 
acreage can be restored to forest 
land, golf courses or pasture.

But 
if the British, the Dutch and the West 
Germans had not forced the pace, we 
might still be keeping the needed 
know-how under lock and key while 
the country continues to exhaust its 
oil reserves. 
There is a movement afoot in 
Washington to give the Atomic 
Energy Commission responsibility 
for the development of every sort of 
energy, from the extraction of oil 
from oil shale to experimentation 
with solar energy and tne gasification 
of coal. In case of a change of this 
nature, the word “ atomic” would 
necessarily be dropped. Hevean help 
us if the change were unaccompanied 
by a new outlook on energy needs that 
would get rid of the super-caution that 
has been killing us.

Speaking Of Your Health

I have had my voice box removed 
because I had a cancer. I’ve been told 
you have written about a way for 
people like me to speak again. 
Can you tell me more about this and 
where I can find this miracle? 
Mr. T N B . 111. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
The real “ miracle” is that so many 
people who have had their larynx, or 
“ voice box,” removed because of a 
cancer have been able to survive and 
live fruitful and productive lives. They 
heeded the advice that all persistent 
hoarseness must not be neglected. 
Hoarseness is a vital sign. It may 
indicate many other conditions besides 
cancer. But if cancer does exist, and 
treated intensively, the results are 
quite spectacular. 
My admiration is limitless for the 
courage of laryngectomized patients 
who have had their entire voice box 
removed. Many men function very 
well in business and socially, and have 
learned, through a special technique, 
to speak. I specifically say “ men” 
because for some strange and unex­ 
plained reason, women rarely develop 
cancer of the larynx. 
Some people have difficulty 
in 
acquiring the knack of “esophageal” 
speech, by which air is swallowed, and 
“ burped up” in order for the speech to 
be understandable. 
It is for them that I particularly 


described a new device, implanted by 
a simple operation, to bring better and 
more clearly distinguishable speech. 
Dr. Stanley Taub, a Clinical 
Professor at the New York Medical 
College, designed a system of tubes 
and valves that makes possible 
recognizable speech in patients who 
have had difficulty after the voice box 
is removed. 
Patients are carefully chosen 
because some cases do not readily lend 
themselves to the use of the brilliantly 
conceived device. It is a great boon to 
those people who are candidates for its 
use.

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NEW YORK (A P) - Revealing 
comments from various sources on the 
state of the American economy: 
—Anyone who shopped for a house 
during the past few months knows that 
prices rose almost by the week, the 
primary factor being the higher costs 
of materials. 
Another side of the same picture is 
now ready for viewing: profits of 
building-product manufacturers rose 
64 per cent in the first quarter of the 
year on sales increases of 27 per cent, 
according to F. W. Dodge Division. 
Dodge, probably the bestknown 
compiler of statistics on the con­ 
struction industry, found a “ highly 
favorable marketing climate” for the 
62 companies it surveyed. 
Most favored by the market was the 
forest products group, whose profits 
doubled in the first three months over 
the like period a year earlier. 
—Anyone who has had to write off a 
debt as uncollectable is aware of the 
irritation involved. But if you think 
your irritation is painful, consider the 
collective frustration that plagues 
American industry. 
Basing its estimate on Internal 
Revenue Service reports, Dun & 
Bradstreet states that yearly bad debt 
losses of nearly 1.7 million U.S. cor­ 
porations come to nearly $6 billion. 
The biggest losses, based on figures 
for the 1969-1970 fiscal year, were in 
the finance fields, with personal credit 
agencies claiming they were forced to 
write off 8.1 per cent of their receipts. 
Savings and loan associations 
averaged losses of 6.6 per cent of 
receipts, bank and trust companies 4 
per cent and mutual servings banks 3.6 
per cent. 
—You’ve heard that the U.S. 
economy is steadily becoming more a 
producer of services than of goods. 
That is, we sell overseas tours and 
good health and insurance policies as 
well as cars and food and houses. 
Awareness of this trend can only be 
enhanced by reading the headline of an 
article in a Blue Cross magazine. 
“ Health is No. 2,” it proclaims, and it 
doesn't mean that U.S. health care is 
second best. 
The article shows that health care is 
the country’s second largest industry, 
closing in on contract construction in 


terms of employes and in the amount 
of income it represents. 
The industry in 1966 employed 2.26 
million workers, or more than a 
million fewer than in construction. But 
with a hefty, 39 per cent jump in five 
years, it employed 3.13 million in 1971, 
or only 400,000 fewer than in con­ 
struction. 
Income derived from health care 
soared even more, some 87 per cent 
between 1966, when the figure was 
817.9 billion, to 1971, when 833.5 billion 
was earned in the health care industry.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Leaders of 
the 
National 
M ilk 
Producers 
Federation say that Nixon ad­ 
ministration decisions, including the 
recent price freeze, could lead to milk 
shortages later this year. 
“This nation’s consumers will find 
empty retail dairy counters later this 
year if corrective measures are not 
taken immediately,” Patrick Healy, 
federation secretary, said Monday. 
The cost of producing milk has risen 
steeply while prices paid to dairy 
farmers have lagged, Healy said. The 
price freeze announced June 13 is an 
“ intolerable position” for producers, 
he said. 
“ While it is true that raw ag­ 
ricultural prices were technically 
exempt from the price freeze, because 
processors and distributors of milk 
and dairy products cannot pass their 
increased cost through the market, the 
effect is to freeze prices paid far­ 
mers,” Healy said. 
Healy and Glenn Lake, president of 
the federation, told a news conference 
that unless dairy farmers get relief 
soon they will have to cut back oper­ 
ations sharply.

Pesticide S afety 
Rules Relaxed

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Bending to 
pressure from Congress and farmers, 
the I^abor Department has watered 
down controversial regulations in­ 
tended to protect farm workers from 
pesticides. 
Asst. I .a bor Secretary John H. 
Stender said the original regulations 
were “ broader than necessary” and 
covered some pesticides that “ are not 
highly toxic.” 
This was the explanation given by 
Stender in signing the revised 
emergency temporary regulations last 
Friday. They were not to be announced 
until published in the Federal Register 
June 29. A copy was obtained by The 
Associated Press. 
The initial regulations, 
which 
governed the time farm workers could 
enter fields or orchards after the area 
has been 
.sprayed 
with 
organ­ 
ophosphorous chemicals, met heavy 
opposition from growers and farm 
state congressmen.

The newspaper said in a dispatch 
from Columbus that it recently ob­ 
tained a copy of the 106-page report 
dated Nov. 18, 1965, and that it was

The report reviews the first 34 
months of Rhodes’ administration, 
from January 1963, focusing on 
political activities by state employes in 
all departments a “ team” of 700 
political troops on the state payroll, the 
Plain Dealer said. 
The newspaper quoted Rhodes as 
saying in an interview that he had 
never seen or heard of the report.

Said Disgrace 
In America 


NEW YORK (AP) — The ways in 
which American parents batter and 
neglect and even kill their children is 
“a national disgrace worse than 
Watergate,” a physician specializing 
on child abuse declared . 


“It is estimated we will be dealing 
with a minimum of 1.5 million cases of 
suspected child abuse and neglect this 
year, approximately 50,000 childhood 
deaths that could be attributed to 
m altreatm ent 
and 
300,000 
per­ 
manently injured children, (injured) 
both physically and emotionally,” said 
Dr. Vincent J. Fontana of New York 
City. 


He is director of pediatrics at St. 
Vincent’s Hospital and medical 
director of the New York Foundling 
Hospital. 
Battered, abused and neglected 
children grow up to become parents 
who treat their children the same way, 
in an abuse that spirals upward, pro­ 
ducing more or continuing anger, hate 
and criminality, Fontana told the 
American 
Medical 
Association 
meeting in convention here. 
“Unless we move to recognize this 
problem and give a great amount of 
money toward solving it, some day 
very few of us will be able to go out on 
the streets,” Fontana said. 
Counties Get 
Rollback Cash 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Eight 
counties in Ohio will share more than 
$697,000 in state money as reim­ 
bursement for granting tax rollbacks 
to local property owners, state Auditor 
Joseph T. Ferguson reported today. 
The money replaces local tax 
revenues lost by counties in granting 
property owners IO per cent rollbacks 
on their real estate taxes. 
Ferguson said Coshocton County got 
$156,544, Guernsey County $119,003, 
Brown County $98,195, Perry County 
$96,612, Carroll County $80,415, Pike 
County $53,259, Adams County $47,915 
and Noble County $45,504. 
So far this year, Ferguson said, 50 
counties have received $21.88 million 
in property tax rollback reim ­ 
bursements.

What did he have to say about 
the U.S. system in 1971 when, ac­ 
cording to him, his current foreign 
policy was being drawn up? 
“The general crisis of capitalism has 
continued to deepen,” he said in the 
report that was the basis of his current 
I>rogram. “Even the most developed 
capitalist states are not free from 
grave economic upheavals. The 
U.S.A., for example, has been floun­ 
dering in one of its economic crises for 
almost two years.” 
Brezhnev told the American public 
that patience and understanding are 
needed to promote peace. What sort of 
understanding of the U.S. “imperial­ 
ists" did he display in that 1971 
program speech? 
“The imperialists are prepared to 
commit any crime in their efforts to 
jireserve and restore their domination 
of (leoples in ... countries that are es­ 
caping from the grip of capitalist 
exploitation....” Brezhnev told the 
Americans the cold war was over. 


Does this suggest calling it quits in the 
war of ideology? 
In that same “program” speech of 
1971, Brezhnev said Soviet policies 
meant “fresh prospects have opened 
up for the triumph of socialism all over 
the world. 
“The full triumph of the socialist 
cause all over the world is inevitable,” 
he said. “And we shall not spare 
ourselves in the fight for this trium­ 
ph.”

‘Market Basket' Cost Increases

WASHINGTON I AP) — The cost of 
feeding a market basket of U.S farm- 
produced food to a typical family in­ 
creased by an annual rate of $13 last 
month, the Agriculture Department 
says. 
The gain was the smallest this year. 
But it pushed the m arket basket 
enough food for a theoretical family of 


3.2 persons for an entire year to 
another record high on the eve of a 
general price freeze ordered .June 13 
by President Nixon. 
The m arket basket cost an annual 
rate of $1,493 in May, up 0.9 per cent 
from April, department officials said. 
It was the smallest increase since the 
indicator 
declined 
slightly 
last 


December. 
Since then, monthly increases have 
included: January 2.7 per cent or $37; 
February 2.5 per cent or $34; March 3.5 
per cent or $49, and April 1.6 per cent 
or $22.

USDA economists at the request of 


newsmen. The figures, however, were 
based on a report by the department on 
Monday that 
showed m arketing 
spreads for selected food items. 
The May m arket basket increase 
included a $3 gain for farm ers and $10 
for the middlemen who transport, 
process and sell food items surveyed. 
For the month, the farm er’s share on 


an annual basis was $657 and the 
middleman’s $836, 
Those represented increases from 
April of 0.4 per cent for farmers and 1.2 
per cent for middlemen. 
In May 1972, the market basket was 
$1,295 w ith the farm value $509 and the 
middleman share $786. Of the $198 
increase in a year, the farm value rose 
$148 and the middleman share $50. 
Put another way, the cost to con­ 


sumers of the market basket rose 15.4 
per cent from May 1972. The farm 
component went up 29.1 per cent while 
the marketing spread rose 6.5 per cent, 
according to USDA officials.

LONDON (A P) — The oil shortage 
threatening American motorists has 
not been felt in Europe and it is not 
expected to become a problem 
anytime soon, according to oil industry 
sources. 
A British oil industry source says, 
“ America is now paying for 70 years of 
self-sufficiency. 
“ For years the United States was 
able to meet its own oil needs from 
domestic production while Europe had 
to buy its oil on the world market. 
“ Now because of increasing needs, 
the U.S. has had to come out onto the 
world market to buy where Europeans 
already are well-established and have 
their supplies sewed up,” the source 
explained. 
European oil industry sources 
predict that some day oil could also be 
in short supply for the Europeans if 
American companies continue their 
shopping spree on world markets. 
Oil experts say that American an­ 
tipollution laws, which cut gas mileage 


and restrict refining operations, also 
contribute to the U.S. fuel shortage. 
The many heavy, high-powered cars 
Americans drive also contribute to the 
problem. 


However, gasoline prices are high in 
Europe compared to America and the 
price is going up in several countries. 
Britain had a recent price rise of 2.6 
U.S. cents which brought the price of a 
gallon of gasoline to 99 cents. 
West German officials say the price 
of a liter of gasoline has risen since 
January by nearly one U.S cent to 
around 26 cents a liter. Another 2-cent 
increase is expected next month when 
an anti-inflation tax is imposed. A liter 
is slightly more than a quart. 


The only report of gasoline shortages 
comes from Moscow, where the city’s 
relatively few stations sometimes run 
out. But this probably is due to logistic­ 
al and distribution problems plaguing 
the Soviet economy, rather than to any 
shortage of gasoline. 


Claim Up To 3,500 Sent 
To Lima State Illegally? 


CLEVELAN D, Ohio (A P )— An Ohio 
State University research study says 
3,500 persons may have been com­ 
mitted illegally to Lima State Hospital 
over the last 30 years, the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer reported today. 
The newspaper said the OSU study 
“ in effect challenges Ohio’s Ascher- 
man Act and the treatment of mentally 
disturbed offenders.” 
Those whom the study alleges were 
committed illegally are certain 
mentally disturbed or 
retarded 
criminals who were committed under 
the Ascherman Act of 1939. The act, 
which was not used until 1943, provides 
for commitment of such criminals 
“ until cured.” 
The Ohio State study charges that 
the state is not providing effective 
therapy and says even psychiatrists 
question whether it is possible to 
identify psychopathic offenders. 
The study questions the existence of 
a 
"psychopathic personality” 
and 
cites growing resistance to committing 
persons to hospitals for the criminally 
insane for what may become a life 


sentence when there is no “ cure.” 
The study, which is still in progress, 
is being prepared for the Division of 
Forensic Psychiatry of the Ohio 


Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation. It traces develop­ 
ment of legislation in a number of 
states resulting from public concern in 
the 1930s and 1940s over sex crimes. 
The Ascherman Act was written 
originally to apply only to felony cases, 
but was amended in 1945 to apply to 
certain misdemeanors and in 1969 to 
change the language of “ mentally 
deficient offenders” to ‘‘mentally 
retarded offenders.” 
Since 1943, Ohio courts have sent 
10,500 persons to lim a for observation. 
The hospital's behavior treatment unit 
now houses nearly 200 persons com­ 
mitted under the Ascherman Act or 
sent there for observation. 


The act is being challenged in a test 
case filed last month in U.S. District 
Court in Toledo on behalf of a group of 
patients who allege they are being held 
unconstitutionally at lim a. 


Vacation M a il Is N o t A Problem 
lf A Little Planning Is D one 


Planning a vacation? Postmaster 
Charles Walters offers this advice 
concerning mail deliveries. 
Departing 
vacationers 
should 
arrange to have a neighbor or friend 
empty their mailbox daily to prevent 
overstuffing, an opening invitation to 
burglars. 
Or the local Post office will hold up 
mail delivery for a period of up to 30 
days at the written request of a family 
planning a trip. 
For vacationers who will be away for 
a considerable time, Postmaster 
Walters advises a forwarding order be 
placed with the post office. For first- 
class mail, no additional postage is 
required. 
Use of zip codes on picture post 
cards and other vacation-type mail is, 
of course, as helpful as on regular 
year-round mail. So is the care to 
make all addresses legible and ac­ 
curate, a precaution particularly 
called for since much vacation mail is 
scribbled while riding in cars or air­ 
planes. 


Another helpful tip is to buy enough 
stamps in advance to avoid running 
out of postage when a Post Office is not 
near. 
And do not fail to cancel a request for 
forward or hold mail as soon as you 
return from vacation.

Motorcycling Event 
Slated This Weekend 


A big weekend of motorcycling is in 
store for Central Ohio Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday as the Salt Creek 
and Hocking Valley Motorcycle Clubs 
join together to host the International 
Six Day Trials Qualifier at Laurelville. 
The event is the only one being held 
in the Eastern United States and has 
an impressive list of factory teams and 
riders from throughout the nation 
signed up to ride. Even the U.S. Ar­ 
my’s 7th Cavalry from Ft. Hood Texas 
is entering a team along with three 
helicopters, an Army Rappelling 
Team plus an Army weapons display. 
The location of the start, finish and 
special tests Area will be Cycle Trails 
Moto Park located on Route 180 bet­ 
ween Laurelville and Adelphi. The 
teams 
and 
riders 
must 
all 
be 
registered by noon Friday, followed by 
an inspection, sealing and impounding 
of their motorcycles and a rider’s 
meeting in preparation for the start of 
the trials Saturday morning with 
teams and individual riders departing 
at three-minute intervals throughout 
the morning on Saturday and Sunday. 
Over 180 miles of diverse terrain will 
be covered by the riders each day. 
Check points and gas stops will be 
located about 40 miles apart. This 
phase of the Trials resembles “ En- 
duro-type” riding with some sections 
that can be very difficult. Riders are 
limited to the repairs that they can 
make on their cycles and then only 
with equipment carried with them. 
If a rider’s cycle quits or he receives 


outside help, he is no longer in the 
trials. While a rider’s skills play a very 
important part of the event, the cycle 
is even more important and for this 
reason, motorcycle manufacturers are 
exerting considerable efforts to see 
that their cycles complete the tests. 
Some of the previous trials have 
been so trying that only a handful out 
of several hundred actually finished. 
As the riders complete the grueling 180 
mile run each day and return to Cycle 
Trails, they will be put to special tests 
on the grounds. These special tests can 
include acceleration, speed, and 
motorcross-type riding. Spectators 
will be permitted to view the action on 
both days at Cycle Trails. 
The International Six Day Trials has 
been a very prestigious event in 
Europe for many years and has never 
before been held in the United States.

There’s a lively media show 
you might want to catch 
Thursday night on CBS-TV, 
particularly if you’re among 
those who think network news 
departments are filled with

Tile show, “Anatomy of a 
News Story,” doesn’t spill 
any beans in that respect, but 
it does offer a reasonably 
thorough, behind-the-lines 
look at the way a major 
network covers a major 
story. 
The story was the 1972 GOP 
National 
Convention 
in 
Miami Beach. CBS News sent 
a documentary team, headed 
by producer-reporter John 
Shamick, to cover the way 
CBS’ newsmen handled the 
proceedings. 
Special emphasis was put 
on the way they reported 
demonstrations; as you’ll 
recall, the networks came 
under heavy criticism for the 
way they covered the violent 
street 
battles 
that 
ac­ 
companied 
the 
1968 
Democratic National Con­ 
vention in Chicago. 
CBS correspondent Dan 
Rather notes at the start of 
“Anatomy” that the 1972 
conventions and the threat of 
similar incidents provided “a 
good chance for a case study 
of television news in action— 
not by way of trying to debate 
the charges, but simply to 
give you some basis on which 
to make your judgements.” 
He calls the program “a 
form of self-examination,” 
which is partly correct. CBS 
newsmen, a field producer 
and cameramen are asked 
about their coverage of the 
scenes outside the convention 


hall, about what they saw and 
how they reacted to it. 
“ Anatomy” is a good 
primer for viewers who never 
before have seen the actual 
pressures and workings of a 
network news department as 
it 
covers 
a 
constantly 
changing story. 
It’s at its best in capturing 
the organized pandemonium 
of the control room, where 
CBS News executives facing 
banks of flickering screens 
must make fast, intelligent 
decisions while talking with 
and hearing from two, three 
or more people simultan­ 
eously.

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Storm s Rake Eastern U.S.. O hio

Heavy summer thunderstorms 
lingered over the eastern third of the 
nation today following Tuesday’s 
onslaught of tornadoes, heavy rains 
and high winds. 
Thunderstorms drenched areas 
from the eastern parts of Kansas and 
Oklahoma across the middle and 
northern Mississippi Valley into the 
Great I^ikes region and the Ohio Val­ 
ley. 
Ohio went through another period of 
severe thunderstorms and scattered 
tornado sightings Tuesday night. At 
least six persons were reported hurt 
and some damage was caused by the 
high winds. 
There was no severe tornado 
damage reported other than downed 
power lines, a few damaged barns and 
at least one overturned house trailer. 
The National Weather Service 
reported winds that reached as high as 
63 miles per hour at Port Columbus. 
Tornado warnings were issued for 
much of the state and at least six 
funnel clouds were sighted. 
A tornado watch was in effect for 


much of northern Ohio in the early 
afternoon. Warnings were also issued 
for eastern and southern Ohio late 
Tuesday night. 
Five persons were hurt at Cairo near 
lim a in Allen County when a house 
trailer overturned in the high winds. 
Debra Sharerd, 22, was the most se­ 
riously injured and her condition was 
reported fair after she was removed to 
a hospital. Four others in the trailer 
were treated for injuries. 
At least one person was hurt and a 
barn badly damaged by what was 
described as a tornado touching down 
at Dublin, far northwest Columbus 
suburb. Elsewhere in the Columbus 
area trees and power lines were 
downed by high winds and one funnel 
cloud was spotted in the area shortly 
before 8 p.m. 
Conditions had calmed by daybreak 
Wednesday with only a few rain 
showers reported. Temperatures were 
mild with readings mostly in the 60s. 
A southernly flow of warm moist air 
in advance of a slow moving cold front, 
located west of Ohio, will continue to 
spread showers and thundershowers 


over Ohio. Warm, humid conditions 
were forecast to continue with af­ 
ternoon temperatures in the 80s. 
A repeat of Tuesday conditions was 
expected this afternoon and evening. 
Some relief is in sight as the slow 
cool front invades the state Thursday 
and moves through Thursday night 
and early Friday. 
Showers and thundershowers will 
end from the west Thursday night and 
in the east on Friday. lows will drop 
into the upper 50s and 60s and a return 
to more normal conditions is expected. 
Thundershowers were scattered 
across the eastern Gulf Coast and 
Atlantic Coast, and a few thun­ 
derstorms washed the mountains of 
Colorado, New Mexico and central 
California. 
Most of the area from the West Coast 
to the plains states enjoyed fair 
weather. However heavy fog grasped 
much of the West Coast, and tem­ 
peratures in the Southwest hovered 
around the IOO mark early today. 
Temperatures in the desert reached 
120 Tuesday. 
IT)understorms, hail and tornadoes 


plagued the Midwest. Tornadoes 
struck Spring Green, Wis., and 
Bloomington, Ind., Tuesday evening. 
No personal injuries were reported, 
but the Spring Green High School was 
damaged. Downed power lines and 
uprooted trees blocked Wisconsin 60 
between Spring Green and Sauk City, 
northwest of Madison. 


Earlier Tuesday, high winds gusted 
to 95 miles per hour at the Ann Arbor, 
Mich., airport and raked the lower 
third of Michigan. Power lines were 
down, tree and telphone poles toppled 
and one house was set afire. 
Funnel clouds were sighted and may 
have struck a trailer park where eight 
to IO trailers were completely 
demolished and others blown off their 
foundations. Only three persons were 
hospitalized with minor injuries, police 
said. 


Baseball-size hail pounded parts of 
Kansas and golf-ball size ice pelted 
other east central Kansas cities. 
Temperatures before dawn ranged 
from 52 at Dickinson, N.D., to 103 at 
Needles, Calif.

O hio House Votes 
On 18-Year-Olds' 
Legal Rights 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The Ohio 
House* is scheduled to vote today on a 
bill that would extend legal rights of 
majority, with a couple of exceptions, 
to 18 year olds. 
The bill would give the youths, who 
already have the right to vote, the 
right to drink alcoholic beverages. 
It would deny them the right to 
become city policemen or highway 
patrolmen, but it would allow them to 
run and serve as county sheriffs. 
The measure died in the House last 
year, mainly because of the drinking 
provision. The Senate version left the 
provision on alcohol out this year, but 
the House Judiciary Committee put it 
back in. 
Both houses of the legislature are to 
go into floor session at I p.m. The joint 
House-Senate conference committee 
will continue to meet on the budget. 
The House will also vote during the 
day on a controversial extension of the 
civil rights law as it applies to the 
sexes. 
The measure, authored by the state 
Civil Rights Commission, extends 
rights once awarded exclusively to 
women to all workers. 
They include the provision of no 
more than a 48-hour work week and 
other women-oriented mandates that 
have since been struck down by the 
courts as discriminatory.

The Senate approved 32-0 a House 
bill that allows drivers accumulating 
five to seven points under the point 
penalty system to remove two of them 
by completing a course in driving. 
Current law provides for a six-month 
suspension of licenses when 12 points 
are received in a two-year period. 
A five-year suspension is required 
when 24 points are received during five 
years. Reckless driving accounts for 
four points and drunken driving six. 
The hill was carried on the Senate 
floor by Sen. David Headley, D-6 
Barberton. 
Sen. Thomas A. Van Meter, R-18 
Ashland, won 31-0 approval of another 
Senate bill protecting public employes 
in classified service from job abolish­ 
ments and layoffs not based on 
.seniority. It had bipartisan support. 
The Senate voted 32-0 and sent to the 
House a bill qualifying the state for 
federal funds under the federal Boat 
Safety Act of 1971. 
Sen. Donald L. Woodland, D-16 
Columbus, said it would mean $37.5 
million for a Watercraft low En­ 
forcement Division. 
The Senate, by a 32-0 vote, also 
approved a House bill transferring 
hospital hills for poor people hurt in 
traffic accidents from the registrar of 
motor vehicles to the director of 
health. 
The Senate Ways and Means 
Committee, meanwhile, postponed any 
action on a hill to boost the pay of 
public officials for one week. Supreme 
(burt justices had objected because 
their pay would I m * less than elected 
state officials. 
'Hie same committee recommended 
for a floor vote a bill that would create 
a five-member commission with the 
flower to immediately implement a 
state lottery. The vote was 5-1. 
The House approved 85-3 a resolution 
asking I Ye side nt Nixon and Congress 
to take immediate action to get a full 
accounting of missing Vietnam War 
veterans. 
It also approved 81-0 and sent to the 
Senate a hill prohibiting the fur­ 
nishing as well as sale—of alcoholic 
leverages to intoxicated persons. 


The approach found few supporters, 
even among Republicans, however, 
and an amendment by Rep. Earl F. 
Iondgrebe, R-Ind., to restore Nixon’s 
budget figures was shouted down 
without debate. 
The House action gave a reprieve to 
the OEO’s community action agencies, 
which Nixon had planned to close. The 
federal courts blocked the ad­ 
ministration’s effort to phase out the 
program during the current fiscal year 
and if the Senate supports the House 
action, Congress will have bailed OEO 
out until June 30, 1974. 
(Xher increases in the House bill 
would restore programs for the con­ 
struction and staffing of hospitals and 
mental health centers and the training 
of medical researchers. 
The largest single increase voted by 
the House was in the impact aid 
program that provides funds to school 
districts with heavy concentrations of 
children of federal employes. It was 
boosted from the $41.5 million 
requested by Nixon to $591 million.
